Third—Dusty occupations, such as 
those of coal heav ers, black lead grind 
eats, copper and iron filers, cotton ¡y in, 
nets, etc. 
Fourth—Nox ious microbes. Though 
these are microscopic plants they are so 
small that they float in the air like the 
finest dust. 
They are now believ ed to 
be the cause of most epidemic diseases. 
They flourish in tilth. 
They may enter 
the sy stem through the longs or through 
the stomach.—Youth’s Compan ion .

a bit of color on the cheeks than an y 
amoun t of powd er on the face an d 
arms an d should ers is a bit d ifficult to 
comprehen d , hut such seems to lx* the 
prevalen t opin ion amon g con servative 
women . 
The homely vegetable is simply cut 
with a kn ife, an d left to d rain its juice 
out for beauty’s use. The liquid should 
be applied with a camel's hair brush, 
an d ton ed d own .after it d ries with u 
coatin g of powd er. 
But the woman 
who uses it must have such artistic in ­ 
spiration s an d n icety of execution th at 
even her most in timate frien d s will 
n ever imagin e that she is “mad e up,” 
or the w hole process w ill result in d is­ 
astrous failure.—New York Bun .

could live. 
On Sunday evening she lay in 
this dreary underground hole and a new 
human being came into the world.

thought that she was unattended.

unable to move for a day or two.

Some one from the 
tenement above 
brought her soma fool. 
On Wednesday 
she sat up and gathering her seuses to­ 
gether, thought it all out while the little 
one lay iu her lap asleep, aud not in the 
least worried because of its being born in a 
cellar. 
She decided that she would leave 
the child on som eone of the many door­ 
steps of luxury, or ut least of comfort. 
“ I 
thought the good God would take care of 
my buby,” she said. 
So in the evening she 
went out aud put the little on the door­ 
step and hurried away.

It is a curious fact that iu the Middle 
A gas England was hortieultnrally much 
behind the continent of Europ e. 
In 
Chaucer’s time the English larder was 
v ery meagerly sup p lied with v egetables, 
and but indifferently with fruits. Onions, 
leeks, nettles, peas and mustard were the 
only articles that then figured in the 
short catalogue of English 
vegetable 
sup p lies. 
There is no trace of the exist 
ence of cabbage in England at thi* 
p eriod. 
In the contemp orary account* 
of orchards there is no allusion to p lums« 
only once to damsons. 
The p ears were 
¡xxir, but the ap p les were good. It is ques­ 
tionable whether cherries, rasp berries 
and strawberries had crossed the Chan­ 
nel. 
The cherry gardens of Kent were first 
p lanted by a serv ant of Henry VIII. Be­ 
fore the close of the Sixteenth century, 
the turnip liad reached England; so had 
the cauliflower and the quince, for both 
are mentioned by Gerardo in his “ Her­ 
bal.” 
Carrots, when Gerarde wrote, 
were still a foreign v egetable, though 
their naturalization in England was not 
far off. 
In l<»12 we hear of the p each, 
the almond aud the filbert among the 
p roducts of au English orchard, and in 
1020 the ap ricot was transp lanted from 
Morocco.—New York Ledger.
